anid THE WORLD'S SCIENTIFIC WELDERS 
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Sucking and Blowing 


HAT the best things in life are free is a fact that should be appreciated by 

motorists as they consider how much use is made in their vehicles of the air 

Two articles in this issue deal with differing aspects of atmospheric pressure 
—a description of the vacuum servo braking applied to the Jaguar Mark VII, and the 
concluding instalment describing the performance of the M.G. TD Midget with 
tuning modifications that include low-pressure supercharging. 

Any widespread extension of the use of servo braking must be given only 
qualifiea welcome. Where the weight and planned performance of the car demand 
braking assistance it is excellent, but where the servo is introduced in order to over- 
come braking deficiencies caused by poor design and fatuity in styling, its value should 
be estimated vis-d-vis the undesirability of increasing the complication of the modern 
car. Cars are becoming too complicated; a recent learned Paper admitted as much. 

Complication spells expense in both first cost and servicing cost; it also demands 
a level of servicing skill that is not frequently attained these days in local establish- 
ments even in this country. In the more remote parts of the export markets it is 
desirable that servicing should, in the main, be kept within the capabilities of owners, 
and any tendency to increase the demand for specialists must be deprecated. In the 
Girling system described it is good to note that servo failure leaves an efficient manual 
system in operation, albeit with extra pedal pressure 

The high-performance benefits of supercharging are accepted, but the author of 
“ Performing Midgets” does well to emphasize that they cannot be had without cost 
in the form of extra fuel expenditure. There are, however, other benefits in the 
form of increased tractability at low speeds, owed to better mixture distribution, 
which can be enjoyed without necessarily entailing extra fuel cost or reduced 
reliability. Here, too, some complication is inherent in the installation, but the low 
pressure supercharger itself is a simple device capable of being made reliable 


Drama at Silverstone 


HERE is no doubt that the Silverstone circuit is developing a tradition of its 
own, and events that are as good as last Saturday's are of great benefit to it. 


There was drama in each race: in the breaking of a chain on the Kieft of D. 
Parker in the first race, allowing Moss’ similar car to slip through to victory; in the 
despairing chase of the Italian champion Ascari and his team-mate Taruffi by the 
Connaughts and Cooper-Bristol, and in Gonzalez’ magnificent effort after his B.R.M 
crash in the final race. The Connaughts earn admiration on several counts. They 
were fast, consistent, and beautifully turned out, and it was good to see such a 
distinguished drive by R. D. Poore at the wheel of one. J. M. Hawthorn showed his 
usual brilliance in earning third place in the big race with the Cooper-Bristol 

Sympathy cannot be withheld from the B.R.M. équipe. The car made best time 
in practice with Froilan Gonzalez at the wheel, but in the formule libre event a brush 
with the bank at Stowe Corner proved his undoing. Later, at the wheel of Wharton’s 
similar car, he raised the suspense to an unbearable level as he tore round after 
Villoresi, and the disappointment was intense when the car failed to stand up to the 
strain and coasted in on the last lap but two. The argument over this sequence of 
events will be unending. If Gonzalez had not crashed, would he have won in the 
earlier car? Would Wharton, left alone in the second car, have speeded up to a high 
place at the finish, and, if so, would the car have stood up to the lesser demands of 
the hill-climh exponent? Ought the change of drivers to have been made after 
roughly a third of a short race? 

This is the very stuff of racing, and the large crowd, admirably handled, went away 
with every feeling of satisfaction. If there was one jarring note it might be said to 
have been struck by the course commentators in the last race, who need the gentle 
reminder that petulance and, alas, puerilities, are no worthwhile substitute even for 
silence, still less for matter-of-fact reporting.

MECHANICAL servo for brake 
A application has for long been an 

appreciated feature of Rolls- 
Royce and Bentley cars. A Clayton- 
Dewandre servo deriving its power 
from the depression in the induction 
system of the engine is fitted to the 
brakes of the Jaguar Mark VII. Many 
commercial vehicles have also for long 
been equipped with the Clayton- 
Dewandre servo in order to reduce the 
physical demands on their drivers in 
applying the brakes. 

There is, therefore, nothing new 
about servo-operated brakes. Indeed, 
it was over twenty years ago that a Bel- 
gian engineer, M. Dewandre, demon- 
strated the efficiency of his vacuum- 
operated servo which was in due course 
developed in this country by the Clay- 
ton-Dewandre concern. 

Present conditions are, however, 
causing car designers to revive interest 
in the servo brake, for modern styling 
has presented serious problems to the 
brake and brake lining manufacturers, 
as has previously been shown in The 
Autocar. The shrouding of brake 
drums by disc wheels, large-section 
tyres, and all-enveloping wings brought 
low down over the wheels and tyres has 
the effect of preventing the cooling air 
streams from carrying away heat from 
the drums with sufficient rapidity. The 
drums and linings, therefore, attain 
such high temperatures that the co- 
efficient of friction of the lining falls 
off seriously and the brakes “ fade.” 

It is largely owing to the great im- 
portance attaching to consistent brak-

hydrostatic brake* was introduced. The 
trailing shoe design is fundamentally 
more consistent in action than the lead- 
ing shoe, but as it lacks the self-wrap- 
ping effect of the latter it naturally de- 
mands greater pedal pressure to pro- 
duce comparable results. Hence the 
adoption of the Clayton-Dewandre 
vacuum servo to assist the driver’s 
pedal effort. 

The vacuum servo mechanism con- 
sists of a cylinder of approximately 7in 
diameter, the nominal internal dia- 
meter being 175 mm. Within this is a 
piston capable of a stroke of 2}in, and 
Better 
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General layout and

system. 
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the piston rod projects into the piston 
of a Girling hydraulic cylinder of jin 
diameter and 2in stroke attached to the 
end of the booster cylinder. The 
booster piston is normally held towards 
the other end of the cylinder by a heli- 
cal return spring inside the cylinder, 
and the end of the piston rod, which 
is coned, is then clear of the coned seat 
in the piston, with which it will natur- 
ally come into contact when the booster 
piston moves. 

There is accordingly a connection 
from two small chambers at right 
angles to this cylinder, in one of which 
is a small plunger, the end of which 
projects into contact with a pivoted 
lever set at an angle across the end of 
the unit. To the other chamber is con- 
nected the pipe from the master 
cylinder operated by the brake pedal. 
If we suppose for the moment that the 
engine is not running, so that there is 
no vacuum to cause the booster to 
operate, then the pressure from the 
master cylinder as the brake pedal is 
depressed will pass through the 
chambers and the hydraulic cylinder on 
the end of the servo unit to the 
cylinders which operate the trailing 
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Input line pressure and output line 
pressure of the Clayton-Dewandre 
servo brake. 


shoes themselves in the brake drums. 

Above the hydraulic cylinder, how- 
ever, is a circular chamber containing 
a diaphragm which carries a cage held 
normally towards the servo unit by a 
helical spring. One side of the dia- 
phragm can be put under engine suc- 
tion, but the other side is under atmo- 
spheric pressure. The lever previously 
referred to is pivoted to the cage which 
contains a vacuum valve, normally held 
in contact with the connection from the 
induction manifold. With the engine 
running, therefore, movement of the 
brake pedal causes hydraulic pressure 
to pass to the small chamber containing 
the plunger in contact with the lever, as 
well as to the brake operating line. 
Accordingly, the lever is moved, and 
causes the cage to lift against its 
spring, sealing off the outlet to the 
atmosphere by contacting the valve 
base. 


Keeping Control 


Further pressure lifts the cage and 
vacuum valve together, holding the 
port to atmosphere closed and opening 
the engine suction port. But as soon 
as suction is felt in the valve chamber 
it operates on the diaphragm, so un- 
balancing the equilibrium between 
fluid pressure in the lever-operating 
chamber and the spring controlling the 
cage, causing the vacuum valve to close 
immediately. 

It follows, therefore, that the degree 
of vacuum affecting the valve chamber 
and main booster cylinder can be 
varied between zero and maximum en- 
gine suction dependent on the fluid 
pressure resulting from pedal effort. 
When the booster piston moves under 
the vacuum in its cylinder the end of 
the piston rod moves into contact and 
so both seals the connection between 
master cylinder and brake pipe line and 
moves the piston of the hydraulic 
cvlinder, so assisting the effort on the 
pedal. 

On the driver releasing his pressure 
on the pedal the fluid pressure will fall, 


causing the cage to fall, and the 
vacuum valve accordingly seals off the 
suction port and opens the atmo- 
spheric port 

As regards the actual installation 
this servo-assisted brake on the Jaguar 
Mark VII, all the details are given by 
the accompanying installation data 
sheet, from which it will be seen that 
the pedal effort is 78 Ib for a ret : 
tion of 28ft per sec per sec 
accompanying graph, which shows in 
put line pressure plotted against the 
output line pressure to the brakes, the 
pedal efforts equivalent to the input 
line pressure to the booster have been 
added 

It will be appreciated from the shape 
of the curve on this graph that once the 
servo valve is fully open no additional 
servo assistance is obtained, and from 
this point onwards, i.¢., at approxi- 
mately 600 Ib per sq in input, when the 
curve flattens off, increase of braking is 
pro rata with pedal effort. 

It has been possible with this 
system to reduce the travel both of the 
servo unit and of the brake operatin 
master cylinder, because the front

Detection 


GREEMENT comes from this 
motorist with the point made by 

my Readers’ Service colleague in the 
July 4 issue, concerning thinking about 
symptoms before starting to tinker. I 
had an example recently. It became 
increasingly difficult to proceed at low 
speed (first and second gears) without 
a series of jerks, and the obvious 
thought that the clutch was not working 
properly was, in the circumstances, an 
unlikely answer. Flexible engine 
mountings that are too flexible can cause 
this sort of thing, but rarely with a 
driver who has spent some years letting 
clutches in. However, at about the 
same time I noticed that the engine had 
rocked over sufficiently on the mount- 
ings for the air cleaner to hit the 
mounting screw of the brake fluid reser- 
voir and tear the wire gauze through 
one of the orifices, and that sent me 
diving under the chassis with a spanner.

Sure enough, I found that the port side 
engine mounting for’ard took a quarter 
f an inch of tightening. I don’t know 
how much farther it would have un- 
screwed itself, but the nut was flush 
with the bolt-end when I slipped the 
panner over it. The other had a 
quarter of an inch protruding.

Ash-trays 


S an off-set to the reluctance of 
some of my fellow-motorists to 
display ignorance I rather like to reveal 
mine. After many years of motoring 
I find that it extends to the important 
subject of ash-trays. After a long 
run in a strange car the other day the 
ash-trays were (I regret to say hoarsely) 
full of cigarette ends. “I must empty 
those,” I remarked to Mrs. Scribe, who 
nodded brightly and disappeared with 
suspicious rapidity, as is customary 
when The Scribe talks about household 
chores on cars. 

The trays were the swivelling semi- 
circular type, and as I attacked them I 
realized that I had never emptied one 
of this type before, and did not know 
how to do so. It seemed that they 
pulled out of an indentation in the 


holder on either side, but considerable 
force failed to dislodge them and I 
decided that it was not worth wrecking 
a facia in order to prove that Scribal 
theory was correct. 

Next day I consulted an expert in 
such matters. “Tell me,” I said, 
“how do you empty these ash-trays? ” 
“Oh,” he replied, “they just pull out,” 
and we put in another few minutes try- 
ing to pull them out. “T’ll tell you 
what I'll do,” he said at the end of the 
effort (the facia was still intact), “Ill 
put the little vacuum cleaner on them.” 

A day or two later he greeted me 
with an air of triumph. “They do pull 
out,” he confirmed, “one side at a 
time.”

Noises Again 


WO chases for elusive noises are 

reported to me by a correspondent 
in Tanganyika. The first was a rattle 
in the engine which appeared at 35 
m.p.h., and everything reasonable was 
done straight away on the road to 
eliminate it, including the adjustment 
of all the tappets. It was decided that 
the frequency was that of the engine 
revs, but by the time my correspondent 
stopped and opened the bonnet the 
noise disappeared. Eventually it was 
traced to oil pressure hammer in the 
gauge line to a new gauge, and the 
method of elimination was the insertion 
of an air vessel in the line. This effect 
—surely analogous to the ram prin- 
ciple in hydraulics—is a fairly common 
source of tapping sounds, but I would 
not suggest that the first time a tap 
appears in the engine one should drive 
on regardless, murmuring “It’s only an 
oil-hammer.” That way run bearings 
lie. 

The other noise was a thump on 
starting and stopping, and this time the 
job of tracing it was thoroughly under- 
taken. Propeller-shaft splines were 
suspected and checked, also the univer- 
sals. The engine mountings were 
renewed—but still the start and stop 
thump persisted. 

The answer to that one was finally 
revealed as an empty beer bottle in the 
spare wheel tray. That’s what comes 
of living in a hot climate.

AST Tuesday the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, Ltd., 
celebrated its Golden Jubilee; for 

it was on July 22, 1902, that the first 
general meeting of the Society was held, 
under the chairmanship of the founder, 
Frederick R. Simms. At this initial 
meeting, which took place at the Hotel 
Cecil, Strand, London, W.C.2, the mem- 
bership was 21; now, 50 years later, it 
is 1,731, of which all but seven members 
are firms, as opposed to individuals. 

Before the S.M.M.T. was founded, the 

British motor industry was very small and 
lacked cohesion. There was a great deal 
of competition from foreign cars, and 
much restrictive legislation against motor- 
ing in general. Moreover, a powerful 
organization had been attempting, with 
success for a tume, to create a patents 
monopoly that made liable, in the event 
of infringement, not only the manufac- 
turer of a car but the owner or user 
as well 

That was the 

which the S.M.M.T. was born 
who also founded the R.A.C 
stranger to the industry, even as it then 
existed: he had introduced the Daimler 
nternal combustion engine to England 
in 1891, and he possessed immense fore- 
sight into the possibilities of the self- 
powered carriage 

Numerous motor shows, promoted by 

enterprising individuals, were being held 
in those early days. Simms realized that 
some control was necessary if the in- 
dustry itself, and not merely the indi- 
vidual! promoter, was to benefit from 
exhibitions. He could also see that the 
industry needed leadership and protec- 
tion; and it was the object of the newly 
formed S.M.M.T.—as the aim still is 
today—to serve as the guardian and head- 
quarters of the British motor industry. 
Here it should perhaps be stressed that 
the S.M.M.T. is not a trade union.) 

Even before the Society was registered, 

i deed of covenant had been drawn up 
which allowed no party to the agreement 
to exhibit cars at any unauthorized show 
~-under penalty of £250 This deed 
served as a guide for the Society’s 
covenant, which in 1907 was succeeded 
by a printed Bond.

motor shows proved to be the key by 
which the whole industry could be locked 
together in cohesion and co-ordination. 
Not only cars, but also commercial 
vehicles and motor boats, became in- 
cluded in the Society’s responsibilities. 
Olympia was first used as a venue for 
the motor show in February, 1905, and 
continued as such for 32 years, until 
Earls Court was employed. That initial 
Olympia exhibition was patronized by 
Royalty. The first combined commercial 
vehicle and motor boat show was held 
in March, 1907, by which year S.M.M.T.

So the S.M.M.T. grew, a tree with 
branches that gave ever-spreading pro- 
tection and encouragement to the bud- 
ding industry that lay beneath. As the 
years went by, benevolent and trust 
funds were formed (a very great feature 
today), am aero section was started, a 
standardization committee was set up, 
and the international bureau for the 
control of motor exhibitions in Europe 
was established. Among the many useful 
committees and departments set up at 
home were the motor legislation com- 
mittee (a joint effort with the A.A. in 
1918) and the statistical department (in 
1926). As the industry grew and exports 
became more important, the S.M.M.T. 
paid particular attention to Dominion, 
Colonial and overseas problems by means 


of delegations, representatives and special 


sections, 

In both world wars, particularly in the 
second, the S.M.M.T. was of great help 
to the Government, and therefore to the 
country; in the uneasy period before the 
1939 to °45 war the Society co-operated 
fully with the Government, through the 
industry, in carrying out the great shadow- 
factory scheme for aircraft production—a 
scheme without which the Battle of 
Britain might easily have been lost. Since 
the war the S.M.M.T., again in co- 
operation with the Government, has had 
to deal with the immense problem of 
transition to peacetime production, to- 
gether with the constant need for increas- 
ing Britain’s export trade, particularly in

dollar markets. A very useful post-war 
development by the Society has been the 
Motor Industry Research Association with 
its proving ground at Lindley, near 
Nuneaton. 

Such is a brief survey of the S.M.M.T 
and of what it stands for. A history, how- 
ever, The Story of the S.M.M.T. 1902- 
1952, by St. John C. Nixon, has just been 
printed privately for the Society. An 
illustrated and indexed edition of 131 
pages, the book provides very interesting 
reading; and a chart makes crystal clear 
how the work of the Society is delegated, 
through the council and through the 
management committee, to the large 
number of sections and associated bodies 
The book is not only a record of the 
Society’s main achievements, but it also 
gives the reader interesting sidelights on 
the history of motoring for the past 61 
years. 

For instance it tells of how, in the very 
early days of motOring, although a 
pedestrian did have to walk in front of 
a car while it was driven, the carrying of 
a red flag was “a myth, as this proviso 
was rescinded in 1878 under the Loco- 
motives and Highways (Amendment) 
Act”; of how the luncheon held at the 
Cecil Hotel just before the first general 
meeting of the Society was in honour of 
S F. Edge’s great victory in the Gordon 
Bennett International Trophy race, with 
a Napier car that was “ designed and made 
in a dingy little workshop in a Lambeth 
slum ”; of how Scotch whisky at the 1905 
show was only 4d a tot; of how Sidney 
Straker, the president elected in 1904, 
“played a prominent role in introducing 
motor buses to London”; of how 
Olympia was used in World War 1 for 
the housing of German prisoners (“this 
at least relieved the Society of liability to 
pay the rent”); and of how the Society 
fought against the anti-road-transport 
Salter Report of 1932. The book con- 
veniently divides its story into decades, by 
chapters—a practice that adds clarity to 
the history. 

In its expansion over the years, the 
S.M.M.T. has moved its headquarters 
several times and has had many presi- 
dents. Since 1945 the address of the 
Society has been 148, Piccadilly, London, 
W.1, a former home of the Rothschild 
family; the reigning president is Henry 
Spurrier, managing director of Leyland 
Motors, Ltd. F. R. Simms, the Society’s 
founder and first president, died in 1944

[% the short, but mercuric, histor 
formula 3 racing, the event wh 
opened activities at Silverstone on Sat 
day must rank easily and proudly 
of the most thrilling races ever run for th 
light brigade. The end-of-lap lead 
15-lap event changed six times 
more often on the circuit as a whole 
so tremendously close was the competit 
that very many of the cars ir 
rarely in the same position for more

TEXT in the programme, starting at a 
4%‘ quarter to twelve, came the main 
event of the day, the British Grand Prix 
for formula 2 cars. Run over 85 laps, a 
total distance of just under 250 miles, this 
had attracted a magnificent entry of 34 
cars, of which 31 actually started. The 
cars and their drivers were duly paraded 
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with the band playing the appropriate 
national anthems; as the nations repre- 
sented included Great Britain, Italy, 
France, Switzerland, Belgium, Brazil, 
Uruguay, Thailand, the U.S.A. and Aus- 
tralia, it could truly be said to be an 
international occasion! 

Hor favourites, were, of course, the offi 
cial Ferrari team, consisting of Ascari, 
Farina and Taruffi, o had put up the 
three fastest times in practice. The first 
two had each put in a lap in Im 50s (95.79 
m.p.h.), substantially faster than the lap 
record set up by Rudi Fischer in his 
Ferrari at the May meeting. As the cars 
were lined up for the start, then, the front 
rank consisted of the three Ferraris and 
Manzon’s 2-litre Gordini; then came 
Downing’s Connaught and the Cooper- 
Bristols of Parnell and Hawthorn; the 
Connaughts of Poore and Eric Thompson, 
Bira’s Gordini and Duncan Hamilton’s 


H.W.M.; Graham Whitehead (in Peter 
Whitehead’s new Alta), Alan Brown’s 
Cooper-Bristol ind Peter Collins’ H.W.M., 
ind so on ‘hrough ‘he nine closely packed 
lines of the starting 2zrid. Peter Whitehead 
was driving his ‘welve-cylinder Ferrari; 
Roy Salvadori was at the wheel of Baird’s 
four-cylinder Ferrari, and Stirling Moss 
drove the new E.R.A., which had not, how- 
ever, seemed too happy in_ practice 
Trintignant was at the wheel of the third 
works 2-litre Gordini in place of Jean 
Behra, who injured himself slightly in a 
crash in practice for the formula 2 race at 
les Sables d’Olonne in France the previous 
Sunday 

This, then, was the scene; and as the 
last few minutes before the start slowly 
ticked away the tension mounted, as the 
engines were started and the drivers ner- 
vously adjusted their goggles and checked 
their instruments, as the mechanics took 
a final look over the cars and then stood 
back reluctantly The Union Jack was 
raised, the combined roar of engines rose 
to a crescendo, the flag swept down—and 
the field was away! Ascari, making a 
magnificent start, led Farina under the 
bridge at the end of the pits—and in third 
place came Dennis Poore, going great 
guns with the Connaught from the second 
row! Taruffi and Manzon were both well 
back; Downing well up with the second 
Connaught, Parnell just behind him with 
the Cooper-Bristol. So they swept away, 
round Copse Corner and out of sight, 
while the crowd in the grandstands broke 
into an excited hubbub of comment, and 
the mechanics made their way back to the 
pits with the plug spanners, electric star- 
ters, and all the other paraphernalia pecu- 
liar to the start of a big race 
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Then the noise of engines swelled once 
more to a roar, and round Woodcote 
Corner came Ascari with a clear five- 
length lead from Farina; then Poore’s 
Connaught, Downing’s Connaught, Par- 
nell, Manzon, Hawthorn, Taruffi, Bira, 
Moss, Salvadori and Hamilton and 
Collins with H.W.M.s. Already Alan 
Brown came into the pits, for the 
mechanics to make a hasty inspection of 
one rear wheel and brake of the Cooper- 
Bristol. There was no holding Ascari, 
who drew steadily away, lap after lap; 
Farina, losing ground but slightly, fol- 
lowed him, with Poore’s Connaught never 
far away. The Connaughts were proving 
the sensanion of the race; with far more 
speed than they had hitherto displayed, 
and handling qualities obviously of the 
highest order, they at last came into their 
own. Manzon came into the pits after 
two laps, with a malaise of the clutch; 
this delayed him for three minutes, and he 
lasted only a few more laps before retir- 
ing—the transmission, Achilles’ heel of the 
Gordini, had failed once more. Haw- 
thorn had now displaced Parnell in sixth 
place, while Tarufh was steadily working 
his way up through the field after a poor 
start; fifth after five laps, fourth after ten, 
he passed Poore when the latter spun 
before the fifteen-lap mark came round. 

Stull the Connaughts held their speed; 
but back among the ruck trouble had 
already started to spread. Trintignant, 
with the second 2-litre Gordini, also fell 
out with transmission trouble; only Bira 
kept going, driving steadily and well but 
never among the leaders. Nor was it 
H.W.M.>s’ day out; Hamilton, after a good 
run, went out with engine trouble, while 


Collins suffered irritating delays from 
ignition maladies. Macklin, who had 
been running-in a new engine during prac- 
tice, kept going although never high up in 
order. The H.W.M.s and the Con- 
naughts made one refuelling stop, whereas 
the Ferraris and Cooper-Bristols ran 
through non-stop. 

Oil dropped on the course at Woodcote 
Corner by the H.W.M. of Australian Tony 
Gaze was responsible for some anxious 
moments among drivers. The course be- 
came very slippery in parts, though Moss 
had early on. spun the E.R.A. round 
at Copse Corner, an unusual perfor- 
mance for him; the car did not sound too 
happy throughout, finally disappearing 
with engine trouble. Farina, after hold- 
ing second place for 27 laps, came into the 
pits with the engine misfiring; the plugs 
were changed, but no improvement 
resulted—probably a bent valve was the 


cause—and he set off again to complete 
the course as best he could This let 
Dennis Poore into a well-deserved third 
place, which, however, he lost to Haw- 
thorn during his refuelling stop. Little 
change took place in the order during the 
closing stages of the race, and finally 
Ascari crossed the line, a worthy winner, 
right on top of his best form, just over a 
lap ahead of his team-mate Taruffi in 
second place Once more the Ferraris 
had shown themselves invincible 

During the interval which followed, b 
fore the start of the formule libre even 
there were two demonstration runs; first 
by the team of three Sunbeam-Talbots, 
driven by Moss, Hawthorn and Murray 
Frame, which had so brilliantly won the 
team prize in the Alpine Rally, and second, 
by the Rover gas turbine car which re- 
cently established a world record for cars 
of this type on the Jabbeke motor road in 
Belgium

NTRUSTED to the care of this motorist has lately 

been a brand-new 1}-litre Riley, and a very welcome 

charge it is, too. Years ago, when a group of us 
were chatting after lunch, my colleague, Montague Tombs, 
lately retired, asked what car in the medium-price range, 
given the money, we would each buy, and my choice was 
the 14-litre. Others might say the 24, and good luck to 
them, but my preference is still for the 14 because the 14 
is satisfying and complete from every angle, and was con- 
ceived throughout for what it is; the 2} was the putting of 
a larger engine into an existing chassis and thus, in this 
motorist’s opinion, introducing a bias which is subtly felt 
in many different directions—two of which are the steering 
at low speeds and the suspension at medium. 

At 1,500 miles the four-cylinder engine was freeing up 
nicely, the gear lever was beginning to slice butter instead 
of hard cheese, and the driver could proceed along the road 
without thinking so much in terms of road speed equalling 
r.p.m. Even so, he remained mortified by the quixotry 
that fits an ornate clock the size of Big Ben on the 14 while 
the 2} has a rev counter. Surely one is more likely to over- 
rev the smaller engine? 

At that mileage, also, it became necessary to go to Scot- 
land and back in a hurry—one thousand miles in three days, 
in fact. The opportunity was welcome, because I was just 
about to change over to Duckham’s new oil, Q5500, in order 
to get lengthy experience of it, and during the long run I would 
have time to absorb initial impressions. Consequently the 
sump was drained, the engine flushed, the filter element 
changed, and the emerald green product poured in. 

Q5500 is an additive oil with an interesting viscosity rating 
on the Redwood scale, quoted herewith. As any chemist 
can check Redwood claims, there seems no reason to doubt 
them, and the figures are therefore worth study. The vis- 
cosity is measured in seconds required for a specified quan- 
tity of oil, maintained at a constant temperature, to pass 
through a standard orifice, and it will be seen that Q5500 
is comparable with S.A.E.30 at 210 deg F, while at 32 deg F 
it is comparable with S.A.E.10; the average minimum tem- 
perature in this country between October and March, and 
over the last thirty years, has been 38 deg F.

With a caution which I claim is customary, I checked my 
oil level thirty miles from London and found that it was 
well down from maximum. Someone (no names, no pack- 
drill) had forgotten filter absorption. As I expected to use 
oil, in spite of the new engine, this set me searching for 
Q5500, which I had foolishly left behind in bulk instead of 
bringing a can along. Believe me, needles in haystacks 
have nothing on special oils; most of the service stations 
between London and Oxford had never heard of it, not 
one at which I inquired had it in stock (and that included 
some “big people” in Reading and Oxford), until I located

the oil at Morris Garages, at the foot of the dreaming 
spires under which the M.G. was born. With some enthu- 
siasm, they raised a quart bottleful for me to take along, 
shielded from breakage by an old sock, and during 1,004 
miles I used it all, and was glad to, because that meant it 
was getting to the top of the bores, where I wanted it. 

It is far too early to state anything positive about Q5500, 
but there is no doubt that the car has a slightly “free- 
wheel” feeling, seeming to rush ahead when the throttle 
is released owing to the lack of fluid friction. Very roughly, 
the petrol consumption over the trip was 30 m.p.g. (run- 
ning time average speed 37.3 m.p.h.), but this is not con- 
clusive of anything except that the Riley is not an extrava- 
gant car, and everybody knows that. 

Just what the car was doing in Oxford on the way to 
Scotland from London is unimportant, but I strongly sug- 
gest that anyone who wants to get along and still retain 
sanity should avoid the first 150 miles of Al. I would avoid 
the remainder of it if it were more convenient to do so, for 
the road is a source of frustration, irritation and positive 
danger, and might just as well be relinquished to the com- 
mercials. We passed peculiar loads, on average, about every 
twenty miles during our Al section of the journey, and even 
at our modest 60 m.p.h. cruising speed the demands on the 
Riley’s brakes were sometimes considerable. On only one 
occasion was there a police car in attendance, and that was 
ahead of the load, which was travelling at about 5 m.p.h 
At that speed the danger might be held to be as bad from 
the rear as from the front.

by the Clyde for Loch Lomond, speculating on the truth t 
of the car parking attendant’s protest at St. Enoch’s: “Och, ’ 
no . . . ye don’t have to cross the Clyde to get to Loch : 
Lomond.” A glance at the map in our hotel bedroom, later, 
showed him to be correct, but at the time we had felt that, 

from the south, one must cross the clyde to reach the High- - 
lands. 

Loch Lomond, the delectable, has had one addition since f 
I was last there—the power station at the far end. Person- i 
ally, I cannot object to this kind of majesty in steel and i 
stone when I think of the good that electricity does, and as 
a motorist one cannot object to the big car park that has 
been provided opposite the power station. Loch L 
was always a bit difficult from the motorist’s point of view, 
but now you can drive on to a good firm surface, sit there 
and admire Ben Lomond to your heart’s content. 

After a single day watching Ken Wharton do his stuff in 
the hill-climb at Rest and Be Thankful we repeated the 
mixture in the opposite direction, omitting Glasgow this time 
and taking the Erskine Ferry. This convenient crossing is 
served by a road south of the Clyde with the route number 
A726, but the signposting in this instance is very poor indeed, 
and the calibre of the road is such that it is not easily recog- 
nized as the highway to the south. After Paisley we navi- 
gated by the sun, keeping it ahead of the radiator as far 
as possible, and, sure enough, at some point or other we 
were safely back on A726 and made contact with A74, the 
Glasgow-Carlisle road. Never despise the sun or the moon 
for navigational purposes, provided that you can remember 
where it ought to be at the time of year. Where enormous 
distances are involved, not much time is lost by twenty-mile

deviations, provided that the nose of the car remains pointed 
roughly in the correct direction. 

At 2.35 p.m. precisely we were overtaking a Ford Anglia 
at 65 m.p.h. on the Carlisle-Penrith road, a roaring, rocket- 
ing road on which the speeds are usually above the capabili- 
ties of 50 per cent of the drivers, a common cause of trouble 
on such roads. Suddenly the engine refused to respond to 
the throttle, and a glance at the gauges showed the sicken- 
ing reading of zero oil pressure. I had coasted in to the 
side of the road before I remembered that run bearings are 
accompanied by nasty noises. All that had happened was 
that the engine had cut out, a fact that went unappreciated 
in the general wind noise of a blustery day. 

Fuel or ignition? I mentally tossed up and started on fuel, 
to be joined by an R.A.C. scout. The mechanical pump 
was not working, and the patrol went off to summon help 
in the form of a replacement, filling this non-member with 
gratitude. S.M.T. of Carlisle came out, removed the pump, 
and only then did we see that the crucial screw filling th 
drain hole had fallen out, a fault which was easily canine 
I mention the precise fault because only a month previously 
my colleague Gordon Wilkins had had an exactly similar 
breakdown in a Riley on the Continent, and at a similar 
mileage; he, too, had cannibalized a screw from elsewhere. 

s breakdown cost me, as an A.A. member, precisely 
aubine. I can’t quite believe it, but I have never begrudged 
my subscription, even without such a benefit. The answer 
to those who complain about the organizations is that you 
don’t have to join; personally (along with about two million 
other motorists) they suit me. 

The delay meant that tea could coincide with the Beren- 
garia at Appleby, and an excellent place it is, furnished from 

old Cunarder. After that, it was on, on, through a sultry 
Doncaster, a teeming (with rain) Leicester, and then under 
a brilliant full moon in a clear post-midnight sky. For about 
thirty miles we followed a Sunbeam-Talbot, going quite 
fast, awaiting the opportunity to overtake. It came on what 
appeared to be a long straight ad the head lamps. The 
S.-T. was doing about 55 m.p.h., and we accelerated to 
about 68 m.p.h. to clear. As I passed, a red signal arm 
glowed, and I believe the driver was trying to warn me. 
Too late, we saw that the optical illusion of a straight road 
was provided by the run-up to a hump-backed bridge. I 
crammed on the brakes, but the car took off, jumping, I 
think, about two inches. It came down with a crunch on 
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continued 


the new line of the steering to negotiate the slight bend in- 
volved, and took up the road again without complaint or 
sensation of danger; for that triumph of the well-built car 
the 14 will command my affection for many years, but the 
county road authorities will not. “That sort of thing,” I 
remarked, “could never happen in Oxfordshire on a main 
road. Colonel Bennett would have seen to that.” The de- 
fence of the authorities would be, I suppose, that there was 
a sign, and they would allege that I was overtired. Maybe, 
but later we negotiated thick mist without mishap. As for 
that sign, there may have been one, but in overtaking the 
S.-T. at speed I did not see it; neither did my passenger, 
and, in any case, the motoring of the future, or even of the 
present, cannot be done by signs, which are on the side 
of the road, not on the road itself where the eyes should 
be. Every road has its speed, and the right way of tackling 
road dangers is to remove them instead of seeking absolu- 
tion in the erection of a sign. The criterion of a 

is when the speed of the vehicle is reduced more than a 
certain amount below the designed speed of the road. Be- 
lieve me, that bridge almost needed reverse. 

The Riley is serving me well, and I look forward to many 
miles in it. After both long runs, 433 miles each, we stepped 
out “ready for anything,” as it were, and this is the ulti- 
mate criterion of the car as a means of transport. Curiously, 
we both attribute some of that freedom from weariness to 
the car radio, both of us liking radio entertainment. After 
all, with the modern car one is sitting in an easy chair, 
occasionally moving hands or feet, and there should be no 
reason for excessive tiredness after a day at that. The radio 
completes the illusion that the quality car is a travelling 
sitting-room; superlative road behaviour has removed the 
old-timer’s glory of “fighting with the machine.”

OME of the general problems connected with tuning 
have been considered, together with results obtained 
with those stages that are suitable for normal road 

operation if the correct grade of fuel is available. To com- 
plete the picture there remain two further stages which are 
really suitable only for competition work, although during 
tests the car was driven on the road in both these conditions 
for a considerable distance. 

At Stage 3 the car has the character and, perhaps, the 
temperament of a racer. This is not surprising, as the engine 
now has a compression ratio of 12 to 1 obtained by using a 


From this graph it can be seen how the various tuning stages 
tend to improve the maximum performance at the expense of 
top gear flexibility. On the 10-30 m.p.h. graph for example, 
at Stage 5 no top gear acceleration could be recorded. On 
the other hand, at this speed range it was possible to obtain 
figures on first gear without over-revving the engine. 


The curve below is- a graphical representation of the 
acceleration times from a standing start through the gears 
at the various tuning stages.

cylinder head of standard dimensions in conjunction with 
special pistons. Large diameter valves are, of course, fitted, 
and the 80 per cent alcohol fuel is metered by twin ljin 
S.U. carburettors. At this stage starting from cold is best 
performed with the aid of a rope and a tender car, unless 
there happens to be a team of strong men available to push. 
However, once the engine is warm starting can easily be 
performed with the standard starter motor, and in such 
circumstances, during the test, the response was almost in- 
stantaneous. With 78 b.h.p. at 5,750 r.p.m. now available,

make effective use of the new-found top end power without 
over-revving the engine. These modifications produce an 
increase in maximum speed of 3 m.p.h. compared with Stage 
4. They also give a noticeable improvement in the accelera- 
tion times from a standing start through the gears, in spite 
of the change in axle ratio. On the other hand, accelera- 
tion times on any one gear do not show any improvement; 
in fact, they are, if anything, slightly worse. 

The car is very pleasant to drive at this stage provided 
that the lack of bottom end flexibility compared with that 
available with the engine in standard form is remembered, 
and the car driven accordingly. It is also very important 
to maintain the correct engine temperature, as the cool 
running qualities of the alcohol fuel can, in certain circum- 
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stances, cause over-cooling, which may result in lumpy 
running at low speeds, accompanied by some hesitation 
when the throttle is opened. During this test, which was 
carried out at an air temperature of 59 deg F, it was found 
necessary further to blank off the radiator for the accelera- 
tion tests im constant gears, although for other tests the 
single aluminium sheet fitted, as shown in one of the photo- 
graphs, was entirely satisfactory. Mixture strength is of the 
utmost importance at this stage, as any weakness could easily 
cause overheating, which could have very serious results. 
Under normal conditions, this would not happen, but a 
temporary starvation could take place if the car were driven 
with only a very small quantity of fuel in the tank, and fuel

movement during rapid for example, permitted 
air to enter one of the fuel lines. It is therefore advisable 
to keep a considerable quantity of fuel in the tank to 
eliminate this possibility. 

The final test in this group is Stage 5, which consists 
of the 9.3 to 1 compression ratio engine, supercharged at 
6lb per sq in by means of a Shorrock blower. As in Stage 3, 
the car is fitted with the 4.55 to 1 rear axle ratio, but over- 
sized tyres are used to give }7 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m. engine 
speed, compared with 16.258 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m. for 
Stage 3 with 5.50—IlSin tyres. With 97 b.h.p. available 
under the bonnet, the little TD really does go like a bomb, 
and when driven on the réad it has been responsible for a 
number of puzzled expressions on the faces of drivers in cars 
that it has passed, and who did not know that the car was 
tuned.

for speeds of 70-90 m.p.h. on top gear could be recorded. 
This again emphasizes the fact that as the power available 
at the top end is increased by tuning, flexibility at low speeds 
is reduced. In other words, you cannot have it both ways. 

As the road speed increases the effect of wind resistance 
becomes more and more noticeable. This is illustrated in 
the graphs showing the mp.h. per b.h.p. engine output. 
From these it can be seen that for the standard engine 54 
b.h.p. gives a mean maximum speed of 72.5 m.p.h. An in- 
crease of 17 b.h.p. (to Stage 4) increases the mean maximum 
speed by only 9.5 mph. Again, at Stage 5 the engine 
develops 97 b.h.p., which represents an increase of 43 over 
the standard engine; this 43 b.h.p. results in an increase 
in maximum road speed of 23.5 m.p.h. at the top end, most 
of this power being used in overcoming wind resistance. 
That is why for a given body style the increase from the 
standard to Stage 1, which results in a gain of 5 m.p.h. for 
5 b.hup., is not repeated in the same ratio farther up the 
range.

Stages 2 and 4 give rather similar results, and show two 
ways of obtaining somewhat similar outputs. Both the high 
compression ratio engine in Stage 2, and the supercharged 
standard compression ratio engine of Stage 4, can be driven 
on the road for normal transport with somewhat similar 
performance. What, then, should decide which arrange- 
ment of tuning should be used? For road operation the 
differences in output are not sufficiently great to be noticed 
under normal conditions. In fact, acceleration times through 
the gears from 0-50 m.p.h. are almost identical. However, 
above that speed the supercharged engine is at a slight advan- 
tage, though it is rather more thirsty than the unblown ver-

sion. This is interesting, because Stage 2 is using a 50 per 
cent alcohol fuel, whereas the supercharged version (Stage 
4) runs on 80 octane lead-free aviation spirit. 

For competition purposes handicap arrangements would 
obviously tend to militate against the use of a supercharged 
engine in any other form than Stage 5, as both Stages 2 and 
3 could produce results similar to or better than those from 
the supercharged version at Stage 4, without penalization 
from a competition angle. On the other hand, supercharging 
the engine according to Stage 4 does enable a very consider- 
able increase in power output to be obtained with very little 
actual modification to the power unit, whereas the other stages 
require a number of internal modifications. It is therefore 
quite simple to convert the standard engine to Stage 4 and 
back to standard conditions again without obtaining a new 
or modified cylinder head, as would be required for most 
of the other stages. It must be remembered that modifica- 
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continued

tions to the axle ratio are necessary to get the maximum 
output from the various stages of tuning. 

To enable all stages of tuning to be carried out it is neces- 
sary to have at least three cylinder heads and two alternative- 
sets of pistons, as well as three sizes of carburettor and 
special valve gear, and with these components available the 
M.G. can be tuned to suit a very wide number of require- 
ments. The general design and the construction of the 
power unit as a whole are sufficiently robust to enable these 
large increases in power output to be obtained without fear 
of component failure or general lack of reliability. Yet it 
must be realized that, as the tuning is increased and the com- 
ponents become more highly stressed, so will the rate of 
wear and tendency towards unreliability be increased. This 
is only natural and does not reflect in any way on the design; 
in fact, it speaks very well indeed of the engine design when 
it is realized just how much power can be extracted from it 
without modifying the basic components such as the crank- 
shaft or connecting rods, for example. 

Obviously, any owner wishing to tune his car will have 
his own ideas as to how far he wishes to go, but, briefly, 
from the tests it would seem that Stage 1 tuning would suit 
the requirements of most people who want their Midgets 
to go rather faster than average without too much of an 
increase in the fuel bill. Stages 3 and 5 should be reserved 
for. competition work only, while Stages 2 and 4 can be 
used for either road or competition work at the expense of 
an increased fuel consumption, and in a car used for road 
work, only provided that the correct type of fuel is readily 
available.

THE FIFTEENTH ALPINE RALLY 


N one of the most gruelling tests of 
cars and crews ever held, British 
prestige has again been worthily 

upheld. In this year’s Alpine Rally, 
organized bythe A.C. de Marseille et 
Provence, which started from Matseilles 
on Friday, July 11, and finished at Cannes 
on Wednesday, July 16, only 23 survivors 
out of 85 starters took part in the final

(35.6 m.p.h.), 
the 2-litre class 58 k.p.h. (36.25 m.p.h.), 
the 3-litre class 59 k.p.h.

SQUARE ENGINES 
Piston Speeds and Bore Wear 


[64326.|—Though Mr. C. Cox does not mention Vauxhall in 
particular in his letter [64282] referring to the “nonsense and 
humbug” emanating from car manufacturers’ publicity depart- 
ments, perhaps I may be allowed to reply to him, since this 
company has recently introduced “square” engines for which 
claims of longer bore life have been made. 

Mr. Cox states, first, that lower piston speeds have small effect 
on bore wear We reply that, tests have shown conclusively that 
for a given cylinder swept Volume, similar power output and 
rotational speed and combination of materials, ring friction, and 
ring and bore wear, are less in an engine with a stroke-bore ratio 
of near unity than in an engine of greater stroke-bore ratio 

Regarding friction of rings, if velocity does not enter into the 
case, as Mr Cox suggests, then for a given cylinder swept 
volume— 

SD* = Constant =k, 

where S=Stroke, D=Cylinder diameter.

Maintaining that piston and ring friction forms a large percen 
tage of total engine friction, we claim that the mechanica 
efficiency of a short-stroke engine is higher than that of its long 
stroke counterpart. 

As regards fuel consumption, for a given combustion efficiency 
or indicated thermal efficiency the economy is better on the engine 
with a higher mechanical efficiency, since less fuel is absorbed in 
friction. However, a further improvement in fuel economy on 
these new engines is claimed by the attainment of a higher 
thermal! efficiency, achieved by attention to combustion chambe:

(64328.}—1 feel compelled to write and clear up a couple of 
mis-statements made by John Bentley in his article on the 
Indianapolis race in your June 13 issue. 

The current official lap record—set by Chet Miller in the Novi 
car—is not 139.9 m.p.h., but 139.600 mph. Miller lapped 
unofficially in practice as 140.1, though I cannot vouch for this: 
Miller’s four-lap qualifying record was 139.034 m.p.h ; 

On the matter of power outputs and r.p.m. figures achieved 
with our famed 270 cu in “Offy” engine, there seem to be all 
kinds of misconceptions rife. The manufacturers (Meyer and 
Drake) recommend not over 5,000 r.p.m. At this speed, their 
power curve on a standard model shows 348 h.p., burning pure 
methanol at 13.2 to 1 compression ratio, and using Hilborn port 
fuel injectors (which practically everyone uses now The actual 
peak of the power curve comes at about 5,500 r.p.m., though 
very few engines have ever been turned this fast on the test 
stand.

HOW FAR ON HOW MUCH? 

Results of Extensive Tests on an Austin Sixteen 
[64330.]—We have studied the m.p.g. articles (June 13 and 20 
with interest as earlie: this year we carried out tests with a similar 
objective. The car was a 1948 Austin Sixteen with 35,000 miles 
behind it and engine condition generally good with little deteri 
oration of performance. The object of the tests was to determine 
the economic speed when travelling up grade and down grade 
ind, to get constant conditions, tests were run in the carly morn 
ing with no traffic on the road. The course had no crossings or 
junctions and was three miles long between milestones on a main 
road with gentle undulations and bends and having a rise of 
120 feet at the north end compared with the south end Wind 
was negligible and results were as follows :—

This sketch is intended 
to illustrate the corre eft turn (the equivalent of the right turn 
in this counry Similarly, the official U.S. Manual on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices contains illustrations of recommended 
turn markings. These markings are intended to induce drivers 
to make their left turns in the manner described by /Ar. Davey 
as incorrect. Indeed, in at least one state they are required to 
do so by law The Wisconsin law lays down that “ the operator 
of a vehicle intending to turn to the left at an intersection shall 
make such a turn from the traffic lane immediately to the right 
of and next to the centre of the highway, and shall pass imme- 
diately to the left of the centre of the intersection, passing as 
closely as practicable to the left of the centre of the inter- 
section : 

There is certainly a danger, where right-turning vehicles adopt 
the American method and pass port to port, that, if one of them 
is a goods v le, a driver going straight ahead may not see a 
vehicle about to turn right across his bows. However, from the 
traffic flow point of view, the American method is certainly pre 
ferable at busy intersection

CARAVAN TEST 
To Destruction if Necessary 


[64333.]—I was interested to read the paragraph by The Scribe 
n the July 11 issue regarding the recent 10,000-mile trip with 
1 caravan, of which I was the leader.

I was sorry that no mention of lap times was given over the 
loudspeaker, as “ Little John,” by my stopwatch, was certainly 
getting round in 1 min 24 sec at times; this gives a speed of 
68.90 m.p h. 

May I suggest that a scratth race to begin this series would 
have avoided such mistakes in the handicap timing as applied to 
a numbei of competitors?
